It was torn down some years ago, probably about the same time the church 
was moved across the road in 1967. The ""low"" area of the cemetery ( shown in the 
right middleground of this photo) was not used for burial purposes until 
approximately 1975 to the present. My mother was buried in that area on May 


10,1988." 

C952 "Again, the photographer was looking southward from Davis Avenue, toward the 
toolhouse and ""East Drive."" The granite marker in the center of the photo is the 
Fredericks monument." 


C953 "Again, the photographer is looking southward down the ""East Drive"" as it 
begins to climb the South hill." 
C954 "Here, the photographer is standing in the low part of the cemetery and 


facing northeastward toward the toolhouse and oldest part of the cemetery. The 
foliage is so dense only a portion of the church is visible ""above"" the 
toolhouse." 

C955 The G. M. Webb tombstone (now gone) is showing rather close to the south 
wall of the church. 

C956 This photo shows the oldest part of the cemetery alongside the east wall of 
Mt. Pleasant Methodist Church. 

C957 "Thos tombstone is severaly weathered. All that is decipherable is 
""Memory...William...widen...1784. 
C958 Same as C957. Close-up. 
C959 A peacefull setting of old stones, cornfield, windmill, and white barn. 
C960 Different angle of C959. The background shows quiet cornfields, where 
traffic now race across I-70, south of Margaret Avenue. 


C961 """Tombstones on a knoll.""" 
C962 A large configuration of a lamb probably marks a childs grave. 
C963 "This is the Walter Dickerson (c.1784-1848) stone and is probably in the 


Gray Cemetery. - Included in this collection of photographs by Jesse W. Smith, a 
draftsman at the City Engineers Office and resident at 312 S 13 1/2 St. (1965 Terre 
Haute City Directory), was an envelope with 9 pictures. Two bore the number ""@86"" 
on the back, and seven bore ""68H."" In all the pictures except one, the stones are 
undecipherable because the photographer was too far away and weeds obscured the 
view. The picture that is the exception features the tombstone of Walter Dickerson, 
whoe died December 23,1848 aged 54 years, 2 month, 12 days. Well, Markle ""Cemetery 
Records"" claim that he is buried at Cemetery #10 - the ""Gray Cemetery"", which is 
also in Lost Creek Township.” 

C964 This photo has a stone that is cut at an angle at the top. 

C965 Same as C964. Different angle. 

C966 This photo shows an obelisk and an old wire fence. 

C967 Same as C966. Different angle. 

C968 Same as C966. Different angle. 

C969 This photo shows a fine rectangular iron fence inside the old wire fence. 
C970 Here a sturdy board fence surrounds a small tree. Presumably there is a 
tombstone lying flat on the ground, which is not visible in this photograph. 

C971 An unidentifiable arch-topped stone is clearly visible. 

C972 I found this photo seperately in a large box and do not know for sure where 
the photo may have been taken. It could have been at Woodlawn since the terrain is 
flat and the cemetery is large. An Isaac Ball tent has been erected over the grave, 
the funeral service appears to be over, the relatives and friends gone, and two 
workmen appear to be ready to lower the coffin into the grave. 

C508 Goodrich monument in background. 

C557 Hannah was the wife of Dr. William Wood, she died aged 27 years. Also shows 
Sarah Wood, sister of Dr. William Maxwell and wife of William Douglas Wood. She died 
September 16, 1838, aged 21 years.

C559 Sarah Wood - daughter of John Wood, Baltimore,MD.; wife of William Wood. She 
was 21 years old.
